A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Dum- 
mer School  Board  to  negotiate  with  the  Milan  School  Board  a 
tuition  agreement;  said  agreement  and  the  conditions  of  same  to 
be  placed  before  the  voters  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  It  was 
so  voted. 

Art.  5.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over  this  arti- 
cle.  It  was  so  voted. 

Art.  6.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf 
of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or  other  funds  for  educational 
purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  private 
individuals  or  corporations  or  any  federal  or  state  agency  and  to 
expend  the  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may  designate.  It  was  so 
voted. 

Art.  7.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  and  place  said  sum  into  the  Bus 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  school  bus. 
It  was  so  voted. 

Art.  8.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $142,012.81  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  It  was  so 
voted. 

Art.  9.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  assembly 
express  its  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Dummer  Milan  Study 
Committee  for  their  willingness  to  serve  on  the  Committee  and 
for  the  many  hours  of  research  and  preparation  in  compiling  their 
report  for  this  meeting.  It  was  so  voted,  and  the  assembly  did 
express  its  thanks.  As  there  was  no  other  business  to  legally 
come  before  the  meeting  a  motion  was  made  to  adjourn.

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Report  of  Superintendent 


1979-1980 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dummer: 

The  Dummer  Annual  School  District  Meeting  scheduled  for 
March  11,  1980,  will  perhaps  be  one  of  the  most  important 
facing  the  community  in  many  years.  To  be  decided  by  the 
voters  is  whether  your  children  in  grades  1  -  6  will  continue 
in  Berlin  or,  over  a  period  of  years,  will  be  transferred  to  Milan. 
The  final  decision  rests  with  you. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

In  your  1980  school  district  warrant  only  two  articles  need  to 
be  brought  to  your  attention:  Article  3  and  Article  4.  Article  3 
asks  you,  the  voters,  to  make  a  decision  regarding  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  AREA  Agreement  with  Berlin.  The  amend- 
ment to  the  Agreement,  if  approved,  would  over  a  period  of 
years  phase  out  your  children  in  grades  1  -  6.  Article  4,  on  the 
other  hand,  would  authorize  your  school  board  to  sign  a  seven 
year  tuition  contract  with  Milan  for  the  education  of  those  same 
children.  The  decision  you  make  regarding  these  two  areas  will 
be  with  you  for  msiny  years  in  the  future.  It  is  imperative,  there- 
fore, that  the  best  interest  of  your  children  be  served. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  for  1980-81  wUl  be  $147,039.66  for  a 
gross  increase  of  $5,026.85  above  the  current  school  year.  How- 
ever, because  revenues  are  expected  to  be  substantially  below  the 
current  year  the  added  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  will  total 
$13,029.54  resulting  in  a  tax  increase  in  excess  of  $2.00  per 
$1,000.00  of  assessed  value. 

The  increases  in  1980-81  budget  can  be  found  in  two  areas: 
1.  there  is  an  increase  of  $3,000.00  tuition,  2.  there  is  an  in- 
crease of  some  $1,700.00  in  transportation.  The  remaining 
$300.00  is  found  in  several  areas  of  the  budget  in  varying 
amounts. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  Berlin  and  Milan 
Schools  change  from  year  to  year.  Therefore,  to  give  you  a  com- 
parison I  have  included  both  the  numbers  budgeted  for  1979- 
80  and  1980-81:
